ECLIPSES IN 1854. 



This year there will be two Eclipses of the Sun, and two Eclipses 
of the Moon. 

I. A partial Eclipse of the Moon, May 12, in the Morning. In- 
visible on this continent. 

H. An annular Eclipse of the Sun, Friday, May 26, in the after- 
noon. Visible in New York. Duration, 2 hours 22 min. Magni- 
tude, 10 70 digits. Beginning 4k. 15m. Greatest Eclipse Sh. 30m. 
End, 6h. 37m. in the afternoon. 

The first time this Eclipse ever occurred was in 1313, July 2d ; 
since then, it has returned 31 times, including its return this year. 
It occurred in April 1800, in May 1818, and in May 1836. It will 
return again in June 1872. Its last return will be in the year 2593, 
August 17th. • The next solar Eclipse that will attract much atten- 
tion in this count; y, will be in 1858, March 15th. 

III. There will be a very small partial Eclipse of the Moon, Sat- 
urday, Nov. 4, in the evening. Visible partly in the eastern sec- 
tion of the New England States. Greatest magnitude 0.64 of a digit. 

At Eastport, the Moon will rise at the time of greatest eclipse. 
At New York, the Eclipse will end 9 minutes before the Moon 
rises. This Eclipse may be seen when the Moon rises in all that 
part of New England east of the meridian of Lowell, Massachusetts. 

IV. There will be a total Eclipse of the Sun on the 20th of No- 
vember, invisible in North America. This Eclipse is confined 
mostly to the Indian and Atlantic Oceans. At tbe Gape of Good 
Hope it will be 6.97 digits in size.

p. ml, except Sundays, Christmas Day, New Year's Day, the 4th 
of July, and General Holidays, appointed by legal authority. 

The interest for discount in the banks of this city (with the 
exception of those wltich are jnirileged to charge seem per cent.) is 
fixed at Six per Cent per Annum, upon notes or bills not having 
60 days to run. Three days of grace are allowed, and the dis- 
count taken for the same. 

Every bill or note offered for discount must be delivered into 
the office on the day preceding the day of discount, inclosed in a 
sealed cover directed to the Cashier, advising the name of the 
person upon whose account it is offered, &c. 

Bills or notes lodged at the banks for collection, arc collected 
free of expense, except when protested for non-payment — the 
person lodging the same pays the charge of tiie protest. 

Deposits of money, or notes for collection, must be entered in 
the dealer's book at the time such deposit is made.

Legal Bates of Fare for Hackney Coaches. 

§ 16. The prices of rates of fare to be taken by, or paid to the 
owners or drivers of hackney coaches or carriages," shall be as fol- 
lows, to wit : 

For conveying a passenger any distance not exceeding one mile, 
twenty-five cents; for conveying two passengers the same distance, 
fifty cents, or twenty-five cents each ; and every additional passenger 
twenty-five cents. (Passed May 10, 1845.) 

For conveying a passenger any distance exceeding a mile, and 
within two miles, fifty cents; and for every additional passenger 
twenty-five cents. 

For conveying one passenger to the new Alms-house, fifty cents — 
and for returning fifty cents; for conveying two passengers the 
same distance, seventy-five cents for the two ; and twenty-five cents 
going, and twenty-five cents returning, for every additional pas- 
senger. 

For conveying one passenger to Forty-second street, remaining 
there for him half an hour, and returning with him, one dollar; and 
for every additional passenger 25 cents. (Passed May 10, 1845.) 

For conveying one passenger to Sixty-first street, ard remaining 
three-quarters of an hour, and returning, one dollar and fifty cents ; 
and for every additional passenger thirty-seven and a half cents. 

For conveying one passenger to Eighty-sixth street, and remain- 
ing one hour, and returning, two dollars ; and for every additional 
passenger fifty cents. 

For conveying one or more passengers to Harlem, and returning, 
with the privilege of remaining three hours, four dollars. 

For the use of a hackney coach or carriage by the day, with one 
or more passengers, five dollars. 

For the use of a hackney coach or carriage by the hour, with one 
or more passengers, with the privilege of going from place to place, 
and of stopping as often as may be required, as follows, viz : — for the 
first hour, one dollar ; for the second hour, seventy-five cents ; and 
for every succeeding hour fifty cents. 

For children between two and fourteen years of age, half price is 
only to be charged ; and for children under two years of age, no 
charge is to be made. 

Whenever a hackney coach or carriage shall be detained, except- 
ing as aforesaid, the owner or driver shall be allowed after the rate 
of seventy-five cents for an hour ; thirty-seven and a half cents for 
each and every subsequent hour; and so in proportion for any part 
of the first and subsequent hour which the same may be so detained. 

For attending a funeral within the lamp and watch district, two 
dollars ; and to the Potter's Field, three dollars ; which charges shall 
include for the necessary detention and returning with passengers. 

§ 17. Every driver or owner of a hackney coach, carriage or cab, ' 
shall carry, transport, and convey in and upon his coach, carriage or 
cab, in addition to the person or persons therein, one trunk, valis e, 
saddle-bag, carpet-bag, portmanteau or box, if he be requested so to 
do, for each passenger, without charge or compensation therefor ; 
but for every trunk" or other such articles above-named, more than 
one for each passenger, he shall be entitled to demand and receive 
the sum of six cents. (Passed May 10, 1S45.) 

§ 18. In case of disagreement as to distance or price, the same shall I 
be determined by the Mayor or Superintendent of Hackney Coaches I 
and Carriages.

If you wish to find the location of any dwelling-house or store,— for in- 
stance. No. 80 Allen-street, -on consulting the Street Directory, you will 
observe that 68 Allen is on the right-hand of that street and on the cor- 
ner of Grand, and 88 Allen is on the right-hand corner of Broomfi : hence 
the desired number, 80 Allen, will be on the right-hand side of Allen- 
street, between Grand and Broome. 

Or suppose that you are going up Broadway and wish to take a cross 
street, so as to call at 128 Bowery : on examination (see Bowery) of the 
corner numbers in the Bowery, you will observe that 127 Bowery is on 
the corner of the Bowery and Grand ;—hence, by passing from Broadway 
through Grand-street to the Bowery, you are opposite to the desired 
number, 128. 

NOTE. -The streets above Twelfth-street are divided by Fifth Avenue 
into East and West,— as East Thirteenth, "West Thirteenth,— and the 
streets located as above described will be found, therefore, in this work 
under East and West.
